New Yobk, Sept 9.— E. Q. Dnn & 
Oompanj'i weekly review of trade says: 
Improvement has extended from tliH 
bulks to the mills. The condition of 
great industries has distinctly mended, 
though still seriously depressed. More 
important by far than any rise in stock 
it tbe 'act that more mills have re- 
nttne^ dnring the fast week than have 

of conatant deolina. hM began to in- 
crease. 

Dispatches mention M tntile and BO 
»etal works which have reeomed, acme 
onlv with part foroa, while 25 textile 
a&a nine iren works have stopped. It 
ia npected that moat of tha I«U River 
, miQs will start aoon, the uada Msent- 
'ttftoTadnoadwagea. 

Tba moner market ia a more healthy 
one, the preminm on cnrrwiej has ai- 
moft vanished, the embarnuHmente iu 
domestic ezchanoea have w«Il-nigl| dis- 
appeared, and wnile very Utda money 
ia yet available for oommerdal or in 
dnatrial loa^a, than ia soma: relief m 
that reapeot.

The Tho hmm Iron i;um- 
panyhae reduced its price tor pigir< >n 
50 cents, bnt agme other oonoems aie 
selling standara No. 1 as low aa |14 i^ r 
• ton. 

Soft steel has reached the lowest 
point on record— ^20— at Pittsborg, and 
■abstantially all railmills in the court 
try are idle« bat there ia a aomewhat 
better demand for hardware, wire rods, 
barbed wire, and contraota for arohi- 
teotnral work and agricaltnral imple- 
ments sapplies are reported at CSiioago. 

Sales of wool have been the lowest on 
record for years— 1,871,200 ponnds at 
the principal markets for the laat week, 
against 7,tf 16,800 for the same week last 
Tear, the averace of 104 gradea beiidg 
17 oenta, the loweat for many yean; 
and in the manafacture it can hsjrdly 
be said that recovery appears. 

In cotton mills resumption of wortc 
ia quite general, the paper bnsinees is 
doing better, the Troy paper and the 
Illinois glfiss works are starting and 
laveral shoe factories. But shipments 
of boots and shoes from Boston were 
again 82 per cent smaller for the week 
than last vear, and in three months 
they have oeen about 800,000 against 
1,050,000 cases last year. 

Chicago receipts of cattle in August 
wereM9,884 head against 818,551 last 
year, a decrease of over 15 per cent 

These evidences of the extent of de- 
pression are needed now, beoaose they 
ehow wiiy the sadden recovery, which 
some look for. is not possible. It must 
take time to ruvive bosiness after sucli 
• ahook aa it haa anatained, and there 
ia no oooaaion for diaheartenauot if re 
oovary is slow. 

While money mfkrkote have greatlv 
improved they are yet far from the nor- 
mal condition, and the crops are in 
doubt. The proapecta for com bav*' 
not imprdved, and the injury done hv 
drouths seems to insure a smaller yield 
than was expected. The price daring 
the week has advanced fully one-half 
cent. Western receipts of wneat have 
aim bMxi ontf %,m,m bushels for the 
paat week againat 7,889,054 bushels last 
year, and as accounts of short crops 
abroad jfrow more definite the price 
here liiw been strengthened fully a 
cent.

Cotton has advsneed to 8 eenta, with 
aaanzanoe that a new treasury arrange- 
mMr^ facilitate the supplies of 
mone^ for moving the crop. After 
tonobluK 8 cents the price haa- fallen a 
sixteentli, and crop reports art atiU fa- 
vorable on tlie whole in spite of damage 
by the storm in South Carolina. 

That the voldme of trade has been 
small of late, is not surprising. Ex- 
changes through the principal clearing 
houses outside of New York, continue 
to show a large decrease in comparison 
with last year for the past week, 24.8 
per cent, although several banks which 
were ton ed to stop in July and Angnst 
have resumed this week the numerous 
failures of two months have thrown 
into confusion the calculations of mer- 
chants and compelled them to curtail 
operations. 

The monetarv situation has changed 
but little, for there has been abundance 
of monev, and only oonildance iu em- 
ploying ft ia lacking. Tha Bank of En 
gland, contrarv to expectations, de- 
clined to lower Its rate tnis week, prob- 
ably because tho rapid advance in 
stocks threatens consiaerable drain of 
foreign capital. The stock market has 
bsM aoknewbat weaker daring the lat- 
ter part of the week, with considerable 
realiaation of profits, and more atten- 
tion is paid to the railwajr aarpings, 
which thus far show a deeraaae of 18. 

St cent for AuKust. The average price 
active stocks, rising 9S per share on 
TiMsday, haa gradnallr declined.

Washinoton, Sept. 0.— Speeches from 
Democratic senators in the senate on 
the repeal bill were m^de by Mr. Faulk- 
ner of West Virginia, Mr. Turpio of 
Indiana, and Mr. Jones of Nevada. All 
of them were in favor of the repeal of 
the Sherman act. bnt coupled with the 
condition that silver sbonM be restored 
to the position which it occupied prior 
to the demonetization act of lb7S. 

After Mr. Jones, the last speaker, 
had taken his seat there was an awk- 
ward pause. No senator ro.se to con- 
tinue the discuAsion although it had 
l)een arrfttiged that Mr. Teller (Rep., 
Colo. ) was to be the next ppeaker. Then 
a« suggestion was matle to proceed to 
execntive business, Mr. Hale (iiep., 
Me. ) made a short speech in which be 
suggested that Mr. Voorhoes should 
not consent to so eorly an ailiimriiiiieiit 
(it was then 3:40) but should re(iuire 
senator.s to go on with the discu.ssioii 
until a reasonable hour for adjourn- 
ment. 

This speech aroused the indi^^iiation 
of the senator from India na. He re- 

fiarded it in tbe light of iiu inipertiiietit 
ecture and resentdi it in Ktioiii; and 
inci.sive language. Mn Hale protested 
that he bad spoken only in the intere.st 
of Mr. Voorhees, whose fidelity and 
earnestness he recognized, and of the 
pnblic. Senator Dubois i Ma. > and .'-Sen- 
ator Teller ((,'olo.) ha<l al:-i) Roniethin;; 
to SH}', taking sides with S('nat!)r \ dor- 
hees. and against Mr. li.iliv Aft. r tliat 
incident the senate jiroree'l.'.l t j oiccu- 
tive business, and at l:')') a ljourned. 

DolngH of Mexican Ilrlgaiid*. 

DuRANCio, Mex., Sept. 9.— Charles 
W. Wilebam, a prominent English uiin- 
ing man of tlie state of «onora, was 
attacked by a baud of brigands about 
100 miles south of here, while crossing 
the Sierra Madre mountains en route to 
this city from Mazatlan. The niozo or 
servant of Mr. Mileliaui was killed, and 
Mr. !MileliHta was robbed of several 
hundii'il (tnllars, which he carridl in a 
belt arouml his body. It is believed 
that the ciiiiie Wiis coiiuiiitte(l by the 
same bandits that uperatoil in the vi- 
cinity of thiA city a few months a :,'(). 
A detachment of troops is in pursuit of 
the outlaws. 

FlMidinh Work of » Negro. 
Mobile, Sept. 9.— At midnight a ne- 
gro burglar entered the residence of 
two widows, Mary Dugan and Mary 
Tackney, living in a thickl v-settled por- 
tion of the city. He awoke one of the 
women and demanded money. The 
▼oicea awoke the other woman, who 
triad to give the alarm. The burglar 
at onoe opened fire, mortally wounding 
Mrs. Tacknev, and beat the other 
woman with his pistol and made his 
escajie. Much excitement prevails, and 
great efforts are being made to arrest 
the burglar. 

IfatlwagoD Robbed.

Dinkins, driver of the United States 
mailwagon, was retaming to the post- 
ofBce, he was attacked by three men 
and robbed of the three mail pouches. 
Therobbara jumped in front of the 
horsea and leveled Hieir pistols at the 
driver, compelling him to .stem.

The men 
rove to the outskirts of town and es- 
caped, taking the mallponohea with 
them.

London, Oomi., arrived in this city 
Thursday, having walked tho entire 
distance from his home to Chicago in 
4 1 days.

He made the trip on a wager of 
1100. He was to do the di.stance in 4,' 
days and carry 15 pounds baggage.

SoaseUmee Hangs PoUUeal Saeeess— Wil- 
lis* Apyelntment. 

W ASHiiiaTOM, Sopt 9.— The nomina- 
tion of ex-Representative Willis to be 

minister to Hawaii revives an interest- 
ing st<iry, showing upon what slender 
threads sometimes hangs political suc- 
cess. Mr. Willis was retired from po- 
litical life as an outgrowth of an i\\>- 

fiointment made by Pre-ident Cleve- 
nnd during bis first term. When Gar- 
field w;is president he appointed Mrs. 
Tln iupson, widow of W. K. Thompson, 
and daughter of Rev. Ale.xander 
Campbell, founder of the Campbellite 
church, to be postmistress of Louis- 
ville. She was retained by the Arthur 
adniinistriitiun and when Mr. Clove- 
land came into power the (luestion of 
the removal or retention of Mrs. 
Thompson came to the front in Ken 
tucky politics as one of tho burning 
questions of the hour. Representative 
Willis, backed by Senator Beck, favorc^l 
the retention of Mrs. Thompson, 
and Senator Blackburn opposed it. 
This caused split in tiio party 
and the uouiiiinting campaign for the 
Fiftieth congress coming on, The 
Courier Journal took up Mr. Asher 
Carutb and supported him as its can li- 
dat(> in opposition to Mr. Willis, wiio 
was charged with not being consistent 
in his Democracy in supporting tho 
widow of a Republican for preferment 
under a Democratic administration. 
This became the paramount issue in 
that district, and upon it Mr. Carutb 
came to i nnflrsss. where he haa since 
remained. 

Blofrsphlcal. 
Albert S. Willis was bom in Shelby 
county, Ky. , Jan. X3, 1848. Afterwards he 
taught school and graduated at the Louis- 
ville law school in In 1870 ha was 
elected attorney for Jsfferson county, and 
was rs^elaoted in 1874. His congressional 
career began in the Forty-fifth oongreas, 
and he served in the Forty^sixth, Forty- 
ssvanth. Vorty-eighth and Forty-ninth oon-

STRIKE BECOMING SERIOUS. 

Thp C'ciiil IniluKtry of Iiicliiina ItcliiK 
(iri'iitly IIaiu)M'reiI. 

Bi{.\zii., Ind., Sept 0.— The strike of 
the cur repairers, car inspectors and 
shop men of the Chicago and Indiana 
Coal road at thia place, is proving a 
most serious affair. About 600 cars 
stand in the yards here awaiting iu- 
sjiection and repairs, while almost ev- 
ery siding along the road is crowded 
with Bucli cars. The strike is greatly 
hampering tho coal industry, and un 
ler's it is soon stopped, many mines 
must be closed down, and several thou- 
san<l men wfll bo thrown oat of am 
pb .yment 

A telegram was received here stating 
that General Superintendent Brough 
ton was on his way to this city, and it 
was believed overtures would lie made 
to the strikers. When the company's 
special car and ofBcials arrived nothing 
was said to the striking men. The otli 
cials personally inspected about 50 cars, 
sent them out and left the city. The 
men are determined, and the end is not 
yet 

Bark Wrecked.

Lokdon", Sept. 9.— Although it was 
generally understood that the hooae of 
lords would reject the home rule biU 
last night, the house did not fill up on* 
til after the dinner hour, popular inter- 
est centering in the speech of the Mar- 
qnis of Saiisbnrr, who was not ex- 
pected to rise untu toward midnight 

After 9 o'clock visitors began suream- 
lug in. Tbe archbishop of Canterbnry. 
the bishop of London, the bishop of 
Oxford and every notable church dfmi- 
tary were present The lobbies beta so 
many people that they were impassaMe 
until the police oleareid them. 

Outside of the parliament honaea or- 
ganized bands from Conservative work- 
ingmen's clubs, specially formed to in- 
cite a jubilant demonstration on the re- 
jection of the home rtile bill, began to 
assemble at 10 o'clock. Some hint of 
their intention having reached the rad- 
ical workingmen's clubs and Irish so- 
cieties, small detachments of these soon 
appeared on tbe scene. The police, 
fearing a brawl, broke up the different 
groups and kept them moving. 

Lord Salisbury began to speak at 
10:30 o'clock, and spoke for an hour and 
a quarter. The Earl of Kimberly, lord 
preaidentof the council and secretary 
of state for India, briefly replied to 
Lord Salisbury.
